A total of 275 claims have been 
presented to the board at the can- 
tonment, and camp officials an- 
nounce that more than three-fourths 
of them have been presented by at- 
torneys who have charged as much 
as $100 for the work. Several sol- 
diers have sworn that they have been 
consistently bied, the attorneys assur - 
ing them that they had a good case 
and that they would be exempted if 
more money was forthcoming to 
continue the matter.

Tasker H. Bliss, Chief of Staff, who 
arrived in Paris today, will repre- 
sent the United States Army on the 
supreme war council. Secretary 
Baker in so announcing tonight dis- 
closed that the general is accom- 
Danied by high officers of every 
branch of the service to advise him 
abaut any questions that may arise. 

Gen. Bliss attended the first meet- 
ing of the counci] and decision to 
send him back to Europe as a per- 
manent representative in that bod 
wak made because it was recognized 
that Gen. Pershing’s duties in or- 
ganizing and commanding the ever- 
increasing American expeditionary 
forces were too great to permit him 
to undertake the presentation of 
American views on military opera- 
tions and to sit with the council in 
framing plans of strategy that cover 
all fronts and all armies. 

No word of the departure of Gen. 
Bliss had been published until the 
news of his safe arrival came to- 
day. 

From Gen. Bliss the war council 
will obtain an up-to-the-minute re- 
port on what the United States will 
be able to contribute to operations 
on the western front this spring and 
summer, His report has been fore- 
cast to some extent by President 
Wilson's statement to Congressions! 
Visitors that there would be in Eu- 
rope in June twice the number of 
American troops which it had been 
— Planned to send by that 
time. 

Gen. Bliss also ean inierm his 
conferees exactly the situation in 
which the United States finds itself 
now as to delivery of supplies of all 
sorts ta the Allies. 

While Secretary Baker's state- 
ment merely said that Gen. Bliss had 
arrived in France to represent the 
army on the council, there have 
heen intimations that renewed 
recommendations for vigorous of- 
fensive operations on the widest pos- 
sible scale were included in the in- 
structions the general received be- 
fore sailing. 

Probably the primary considera- 
tion before the council when it re- 
convenes will be the widely adver- 
tised proposed German offensive of 
the western front. A mass of in- 
formation has reached the Allies 
powers from many quarters indica‘t- 
ing an impending drive against the 
British or French lines, both of 
which will be reviewed. The possi-

T ARE SAVINGS STAMPS? 
The United States is engaged in rais- 


ing $2,000,000,000 by selling savings stamps | 


to its citizens. The stamps are of two 
kinds, thrift stamps and war-savings stamps. 
Thrift stamps sell for 25 cents and are ob- 
tainable at any postoffice or bank and at 
practically all other public places. When 
the first thrift stamp is purchased for 25 


cents a thrift card is issued containing 


spaces for ,sixteen stamps representing an 
investment of $4. After the thrift card is 
filled it may he exchanged at any post- 
office or bank for a warsavings stamp by 


‘paying the difference between $4 and the 


current price of a war-savings stamp which 
increases from $4.12 in January, 1918, at 
the rate of one cent a mont. 

The maturity value of war-savings stamps 
is $5, payable January 1, 1923, which in- 
cludes 4 per cent. thterest, compounded 
quarterly. The reason for the increase of 
one cent per month in a warsavings stamp 
is the accrued interest. The thrift stamp 
is designed especially to encourage thrift 
through the saving of small amounts. 

Wareavings stamps have a maturity 
value of $5. They cost from $4.12 to $4.23, 


The savings-stamps campaign has for its 
purpose the raising of $2,000,000,000, most 
of which will be diverted frem expenditures 
in useless channels and loaned to the gor 
ernment to help prosecute the war with 
greater vigor. It will be of incalculable 
benefit in that it will have laid the founda- 
tion for the development of habits of thrift 
among the American people and wil! also 
give those men atid women a stake in the 
government, through the ownership of the 
nation’s securities, who could not have ac- 
quired these securities in any other way, be- 
cause of their limited earning capacity. 

The question that comes to the mind of

Solicitor Lamar of the Postoffice De- 
partment holds that the Federal statute 
excluding from the mails going into dry 
advertise-

The question arose in connection with an 
advertisement offered to papers announcing 
a public auction of liquors seized for vio- 
lation of the internal revenue law. 

Years ago, in their zeal to abolish gam- 
bling, the Legislature of a Pacific Coast 
State made the possession of gambling im- 
plements a misdemeanor punishable by fine 
and imprisonment and provided for the con- 
fiscation of the implements by the sheriff

I wil) raid Jack 
Grigsby’s faro game and arrest him: Jus- 
tice Bennet will fine him the limit; I will 
sell his faro box, layout, chips and cards 
at auction.

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OMMEROCIALIZED PATRIOTISM. 
Patriotism is the fuel that feeds the 
torch of liberty, a gift from the gods that 
separates civilization from barbarism. But 


all is not patriotism that prates of liberty 


and love of country and hatred of our ene- 


mies; spurious imitations abound to despoil 


the credulous. Patriotism rises to its flood 
tide when the liberties of a people are at- 
tacked by a foreign aggressor. So great 
has been its stimulus during the present 
world crisis that the country has become 
a vast workshop where the wheels of in- 
dustry were revolving so rapidly that Dr. 
Garfield found it necessary to limit their 
speed by a Federal decree. So ready have 
been the responses to patriotic appeals that 
cupidity has set to work to commercialize 
the spirit of democracy and turned it to 
private profit. 

Commercialized patriotism is as detesta- 
ble as commercialized love; but there are 
those in every community who do not hesi- 
tate to turn patriotic appeals to personal 
advantage. Donations to the Red Cross, 
the Red Star and other worthy causes have 
been so generous that spurious benefits and 
charities are organized, ostensibly to aid 
the soldiers at the front or their families 


||. behind the lines, but that yield 90 per cent. 


to the organizers and T0 per cent. to those 
in whose names the contributiong are 
sought. 

Efforts are made from time to time to 
warn the public against unauthorized solic- 
itation for so-called patriotic benefits, but 
a@ great portion of the offenders escape jus- 
tice and retain their ill-gotten booty. A 
suggestion has been made here that no do- 
nations should be solicited for a patriotic 
cause unless the approval of the State or 
County Council of Defense had first been 
secured. There has been some discussion 
but no action. 

But it is not in the solicitation of funds 
alone that spurious patriotism appears. 
Crafty attorneys ask juries to give a ver- 
dict in favor of their clients on some pa- 
triotic pretext; politicians attempt to con- 
ceal their venal impulses beneath a gar- 
ment of assumed patriotism. It appears 
occasionally in the business world where 
one firm or clique seeks to get an advan- 
tage over its competitors through making 
an appeal to so-called “patriotism.” In fact 
there is a disposition to use patriotic ap- 
peals as A camouflage to conceal commer- 
cial or political activities. 

Members of Congress have not hesitated 
to advocate that the government should 


}.confiseate the railway properties which R 


is now operating as a war necessity, urging 
that such confiscation would be an act of 
patriotism. Gompers has asserted that 
members of unions employed in eastern in- 
dustries will observe the holidays, decreed 
by Dr. Garfield as an act of patriotism, pro- 
vided they get full pay while they are idle. 
The Les Angeles Public Service Commis- 
sion has asked the government to seize the 
property of a competing electric company 
and tarn it over to the commission to oper- 
ate In the name of patriotism. 

In the early days of American liberty one 
of the founders of the republic became in- 
censed on observing the number of crooked 
politicians who were seeking public serv- 
ice under the guise of patriotic duty and 
sounded a warning that: “Patriotism is the 
life blood of the nation, but perverted it be- 
comes a refuge for scoundrels.” 

It is the breath of patriotism that kindles 


‘ the fires of liberty in this country; but it 


is well to remember that there are scoun- 
drels who do not hesitate to pervert it as a 
business asset.

‘SENSE AND CENSORS.

Every now and then or almost | 
every so often the question of pro 
viding a censorship for the flicker 
drama springs out from behind the 


ledge and bites at your legs. 0 


What do you do when a question 
bites at you? . 
You bite back. 


In our otherwise lovable and lan- 
guorous city there have in recent 
years been as many censorship or- 
dinances as there have been Coun- 
cils. Most of these provided some 
form of review or inspection, but 
none were really ‘practical or just 
to the industry at which they were 
directed. There is no temper or in- 
tent in Los Angeles to harass the 
film foundries, but every now and 
then a burst of notoriety will attach 
itself to some production and then 
the regulators line up for action. 

The last ordinance adopted was 
in response to a pecullar condition 
or circumstance and is now held up 
to permit a flood of our scintillant 
sunshine to permeate its pores. 
Those dazzling rays will doubtless 
again demonstrate the inconsequence 
of the new ordinance. 

I am one of those foolish folk who 
feel that the film drama is its own 
best purifier. It is a matter of self- 
preservation. Only the fittest can 
survive. Nothing can endure the 
test of a battery of a million eves 
unless it be clean and good. Fail- 
ures to realize this fact bring their 
own correction or punishment. This 
has been forcibly brought to the at- 
tention of numbers of local exhibi- 
tors. There were three or four er 
cellent downtown theaters enjoying 
@ profitable mixed family and tran- 
sient patronage. In thoughtless mo- 
ments the management varied the 
programme by introducing a line of 
birth-control, whiteslave or vice 
traffic plays. These were highly ree 
ommended by doctors, sporting ed- 
itors, clergymen, reformed burglars, 
high-school girls, professional re- 
formers, bartenders, clairvoyants and 
callow youths. They were put forth 
with a burst of highly-deasoned ad- 
vertising and they did a whooping 
busigess-—for one day. The family 
patronage found them about as un- 
interesting and tame as an etherized 
rabbit and turned elsewhere for en- 
tertainment. These playhouses have 
lost their reputation as wholesome 
family theaters and they have to 
splurge and advertise like the dick- 
ens to claim the attention and 
ness of the transients. It takes a 
long campaign and new manage 
ment to restore lost prestige to the 
house. 

People simply do not care for sa- 
lacioushess or sordid sensationalism 
on the screen, and it takes no of- 
ficlous group of censors to demon- 
strate the fact. About all the plays 
that bave stirred up a rumpus and 
been objected to would have been 
passed by thé censor, anyhow. 

The point I press is that existing 
laws and police powers are ample 
to protect the immortal souls of our | 
citizenry from complete contamina- 
tion. If 1 go to see a film and know 
it to be bad or dangerous to public 
morals I can stop it in ten minutes 
under the laws we bave. The num- 
ber of souls ruined in that ten min- 


utes could be balanced on the point 
of a pin and still leave room for the 


shade of Capt. Kidd. 

If I do not stop it it will presently 
stop itself or the promoter find him- 
self in bankruptcy. This being so, 
there ts no crying reason for a spe- 
cialized censorship of the screen. 1 
went to a nice family party the other 
evening and different guests led me 
into the butler’s pantry to listen to 
more salacious stories than I have 
seen interpreted in the films since 
the -first camera clicked. If I want 
sensationstism all I have to do ts to 
take off my earmuffs and listen to 
the raucous roars of the vendors of 
noon extras. I wouldn't care to see 
any of it on the screen. Even a 
great religious monitor like the 
daily Times may occasionally offer 
matter that would not even pass a 
nearsighted moving-picture censor 
and yet nothing is said or thought of 
it. Traveling men run at large with 
bunches of stories that would set 
fire to a convent. The shelves of 
public libraries groan with volumes 
that no camera man would dare at- 
tempt to feed the public. The inno- 
cent retentive mind has about ten 
chances to one to receive taint from 
the printed page rather than the 
pictured screen. 

Nobody wants to censor the prints, 
why the films? 


ten thousand film dramas annually 
produced in the Los Angeles district 
alone. For an honest-to-goodness 
censorship of this number the cost 
would be prohibitive. A make-be- 
lieve censorship is only a .sop to the 
regulators and a burden and torment 
to the producers. 

Say there are a hundred thousand 
boxes of chocolate creams produced 
here every year. We found one box 
made from a bum grade of glucose 
and in another we some 
spoiled walnut meats. We found a 
full-fledged cockroach in the midst 
of a caramel. Yet we are not yelp- 
ing for a chocolate cream censor. 
The caramel containing the cock- 
roach we threw away. The business 
of a manufacturer who mad? the 
habit of put cockroaches in his 
‘ would not last long. When 
the public finds a film with a rotten 
core it throws it away. A studio 
that produces wormy dramas would 
last about as long as a blind mouse 
at a cat show. | 

Much of the plaint for a censor- 
ship arises from the helpless ex- 
pectancy of the citizen to find an 
{Inspector of everything that remote- 
ly touches the public. He thinks it 
funny there should be no inspectors 
of hair cuts or glass eyes. He’rath- 
er looks for a censor of codfish and 
clams. Also to be reckoned with 
are the reformers and. regulators of 
other people's manners and morals. 
There are still a few Puritans who 
oppose the movine-picture theater as 
an institution. They would impose 
a case-hardened censorship of their 
own that would put the celluloid 
drama out of business if permitted 
to go its limitations. ~

become our greatest local industry. 


capitalizes our much-vaunted climate 
and scenery.

If there still must be a form of 
censorship let the film people make 
it themselves. It will be found vast- 
ly more practical and efficient in 
operation and less costly and cum- 
bersome in execution than anything 
that can be devised
